1  he  Encyclopedia  Britannica  forms  a  General  Diction- 
ary, not  only  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  but  of  every  branch  of  Human 
Knowledge.  The  present  Supplement  was  undertaken  with  a 
view  to  supply  the  Omissions  in  the  two  last  Editions  of  that 
Work,  and  to  afford  an  opportunity  of  continuing  the  Historical 
Articles  to  the  present  time,  as  well  as  to  exhibit  the  Arts  and 
Scieuces  in  their  latest  state  of  improvement.  Though  more  im- 
mediately connected  with  these  Two  Editions,  it  must  also  prove 
a  valuable  sequel  to  the  Third;  and,  indeed,  it  is  arranged  upon 
a  Plan  calculated  to  render  it  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  public 
at  large;  as  it  will,  of  itself,  within  the  limits  of  Five  Volumes,

Fifth  and  Last  Volume  there  will  be  prefixed  a  sketch  of  the  His- 
tory of  Chemical  discovery,  and  Chemical  theory,  by  Mr  Brande  ; 
and  thus  this  scries  of  Preliminary  Discourses,  will  afford  a 
connected  view  of  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  modern 
times,  in  regard  to  the  two  great  departments  of  human  inquiry, 
Mind  and  Matter. 

Besides  the  Preliminary  Discourse  by  Mr  Stewart,  the  First 
Half  of  this  Volume  contains,  among  a  variety  of  others,  the 
following  Articles:  viz.

Anatomy  of  Ve- 
getables, exhibiting  a  comprehensive  sketch  of  all  the  discove- 
ries which  have  been  made  in  this  interesting  branch  of  Natural 
History ;  Anchor-making;  Andes;  Angle,  nature  and  tri- 
section  of;  Annuities,  both  Popularly  and  Algebraically  treat- 
ed;  Annulosa,  containing  the  classification  and  description  of 
several  classes  of  Animals;  Ant;  Apiaky  ;  Auaucanians; 
Arithmetic,  history  and  theory  of,  both  Palpable  ami  Figurate ; 
Arts,  Fine,  their  theory,  with  a  view  of  their  progress  and 
prospects  in  this  Country  ;  Assam  ;  Assaying,  as  practised  at 
the  Royal  Mint;  Assurance  of  Lives  ;  Astronomy,  Physi- 
cal; Atomic-theory,  being  the  only  comprehensive  account 
yet  published  of  this  new  species  of  Chemical  Philosophy  ;  At- 
traction of  Spheres  and  Spheroids.
